106 Schools Enroll Disadvantaged 


for a rigorous academic program, 
but to give the students themselves 
a chance to find out what it would 
be like to live away from home and 
compete in a new world, 

It- was at this point that the 
philosophy behind the Independent 
Schools program began to shift, 
The catalyst was James Simmons 
executive director for ISTS, him- 
self a Negro, 

Remembering his own back= 
ground as a boy in New York City, 
bright but ill-advised by school 
counselors who tried to fit him 
into a mold of their design, Sim- 
mons talked to the founders of the 
program about the fate of the dis- 
advantaged young who have talent 
but never an opportunity to mani- 
fest it. 

Can we focus ABC on this group?, 
he asked, 

‘Will you tentatively accept the 
more clearly disadvantaged, 
**risk’”? kind of kid with the under= 
standing that he must measure up 
at Dartmouth for the acceptance 
to stand up?’’ 

This was the beginning, the sum= 
mer of 1964, 

A few months later Sargent 
Shriver came around to askifthere 
was anything the Office of 
Economic Opportunity could do and 
in the spring of 1965 the Federal 
Government allocated $376,000 to 
support ABC students at the rate 
of $2500 per year for three years, 
In the third year of the prograrn, 
OEO agreed to support 300 of the 
435 students signed for ABC, 

This school term ABC has 672 
students enrolled, all but ten in 
105 independent schools, and 425 
of them are new to the program 
this academic year, 


Thirteen of the first 64 students 
in the ABC program have grad- 
uated from high school and all 13 
have qualified for college, ‘‘So 
our batting average for the first 
group is 1000,’” Jim Simmons said 
when interviewed here recently in 
his home on School Street, 

The program's attrition rate is 
low, but a few students sever 
connections each year, Sometimes 
they leave because Talent Search 
or school officials feel it is desir- 
able. Sometimes they leave be- 
cause they are unable to adjust: 
and sometimes it is the parents 
whe cannot adjust, For example 
one southern mother withdrew her 
boy from Exeter Academy because

he went home for the Christmas 
holidays with a sore throat and 
she chose to conclude that this 
meant he could not adjust to the 
cold New Hampshire climate, 

The students enrolled achieve 
at various levels, A number are 
honor students, but the majority 
perform as average students, 

And just as Simmons had ex- 
pected, Talent Search has turned 
up some rare youngsters who 
would likely never have amounted 
to a hill of beans without ABC 
help. One Richmond, Va, boy 
proved so brilliant in math that the 
prep school where he was enrolled 
could no longer challenge him so 
arrangements were made for him 
to take math courses at a nearby 
college. Prior to his ABC 
experience, there had never been 
any indication that he had a par= 
ticular aptitude for mathematics, 

Each student in the program is 
given a $250 contingency fund for 
clothes and extras and the school 
he attends augments this in addition 
to making up the difference be- 
tween what the ABC budget pro= 
vides for tuition and actual costs, 
In some instances students at the 
prep schools or alumni groups 
raise funds for this purpose in-= 
stead of giving class gifts to the 
school etc, 

This year Talent Search is 
spending a total of 1.5 million 
scholarship dollars and providing 
two offices and administrative 
services for something like 
$140,000, And, says Simmons, we 
have a lot of volunteer help, 

Last year 65% of the ABC stu- 
dents were Negro and 35% non= 
Negro, Of this latter group, 15% 
were White, 7% Indian and the re= 
mainder Puerto Rican, Mexican 
American etc, 


Simmons is working toward the 
time when the program can support 
a private school enrollment of 
1200, And he is casting aneyealso 
toward good public school facili- 
ties because there are more stu= 
dents who deserve a chance than 
there are places to enroll them, 

This year, as an experiment, 
ABC has eight boys in the Han- 
over, N. H, high school, They are 
living together with teacher super= 
vision in the hope that they can 
preserve their identity, Itis ABC’s 
hope that the youngsters it educates 
will eventually assume leadership 
positions that will benefit their own 
peoples, If they become too ab= 
sorbed in another culture, this 
cannot be expected to happen,

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Editorial Comment 


The Long View 


Taking the long view is not a habit in Andover, but the 
Finance Committee has just announced a decision that 
looks way beyond today. 

In advocating Town Meeting approval of $250,000 bond 
issue to support a program of land acquisition for conser- 
vation purposes, the Watchdogs have parted company with 
those who consistently regard it as prudent to skimp today 
and let someone else worry about tomorrow. 

The logic of their position is clear. 

The pay-as-you-go concept of financing conservation 
programs would have been great for Andover had she con- 
cerned herself with this problem 20 years ago. But now, 
with land disappearing at an alarming rate, forcing the 
price of what remains ever higher, the town would be as 
the boy with his finger in the dyke if it tried to fight off 
the tide with $10,000 here and $15,000 there. 

The Finance Committee has agreed with the Conserva- 
tion Commission and the town manager that it makes sense 
to get some major acquisitions under our belt before it is 
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too late. 

Some arguments can be made in support of this view by 
playing with figures to show that for every $100,000 the 
town invests in conservation it saves in tax dollars that 
would have to be collected for schools and other municipal 
services if the land went for home construction instead. 
This is a valid argument up to a point, even though some 
of the sort of land bought for conservation would never be 
approved for building purposes in Andover. It is equally 
true that preserving green areas tends to boost tax 
revenues because houses located near to attractive green 
lands are certain to be more valuable. 

But neither of these is the major reason for supporting 
municipal acquisition of wooded hills, leafy swamps and 
green lands abutting sparkling ponds. 

The real reason for trying to preserve something of the 
natural grandeur of a community like Andover is to 
guarantee that its future inhabitants will have some place 
to stretch their legs, somewhere to turn to escape concrete 
and asphalt and hoards of people. If the psychiatrists are 
right, man’s very sanity may depend upon his being able 
to withdraw periodically from an increasingly urban at- 
mosphere to regenerate. 


This is what we owe to future generations and it is in- 
conceivable that taxpayers who will live here over the 
next 20 years will resent the burden of a bonded debt for 
this purpose. 


Room For Trees 


The experiment with removal of parking meters on Main 
Street has worked well enough to encourage the belief 
that Andover drivers may be considerate enough to turn 
over street-side parking spaces at a rate that will 
eliminate the need for meters. 

Acting on this belief, the Selectmen have authorized 
the removal of side street meters as well. This means that 
a total of 216 formerly metered spaces are now available 
free of charge in downtown Andover. Presumably they are 
available for the short-term shopper, the resident with a 
utility bill to pay or a bank deposit to drop off. Metered 
space for the long-term shopper is to be maintained in the 
municipal parking lot. 

There will be control. The streets will be posted for 
one hour parking and police checks will be made to en- 
force the regulation. And this is the way it will be unless 
store clerks and secretaries etc. slip into the habit of 
monopolizing curb parking, forcing the Selectmen to re- 
consider. 

The public is urged to be on its best behavior. If things 
go well the manager will have no reason to hesitate in the 
spring when the standards for the meters are to be pulled 
out. 

And with them out of the way, there should be room for 
the trees we keep talking about planting along Main Street.

should level at $36, If they are in 
a position to recommend only a 
$500,000 transfer, the tax rate 
should come in at $37, 

The decision on this recom=- 
mendation will be made Thursday 
afternoon after the Finance Com=- 
mittee has its final budget session 
with school officials. 

Robert Henderson, Fin Com 
chairman, reports that his com- 
mittee has trimmed roughly 
$320,000 from the $7,097,267 bud- 
get request submitted by Town 
Manager Richard J, Bowen, Only 
about $54,000 of this was trimmed 
from the school department bud- 
get, and most of this in areas 
where schoolmen had budgeted a 
full year’s salary for personnel 
that will not be hired until later 
in the year, 

In explaining the committee’s 
approval of a bond issue for pur- 
chase of lands recommended by 
the Conservation Commission, 
Henderson said the committee felt 
that in view of the rapid growth 
of the community, it would be better 
for the town to act now and spread 
the debt than to delay acquisitions 
for annual appropriations, 

Henderson reports that the Fin 
Com is recommending against the 
five additional police officers re= 
quested by the manager and police 
chief, It will give its approval to 
budgeting for three men, however, 
plus a request for an additional 
cruiser, Manager Bowen said this 
week that he will stick with his 
request for five men and there is 
a possibility that the majority of 
the Board of Selectmen will agree 
to support him on this item, 

The Selectmen have not yet 
settled on an official position on 
either of the two major money 
articles now approved by the 
Finance Committee, 

The board gave what was 
described as ‘‘tacit’® approval to 
the $250,000 bonded debt conser= 
vation article Tuesday night, but 
no official vote was recorded, In 
previous discussions Selectman 
Roger Collins has opposed bonding 
for conservation purposes and has 
suggested instead that annual 
appropriations of $15,000 be 
sought, Selectman Sidney P. White 
has suggested that the Selectmen 
recommend a _tax=supported 
appropriation of $50,000, 

The Selectmen also have yet to 
take an official position on the 
Bancroft reservoir project, though 
some members have gone on 
record in favor of the article 
calling for construction of the 1,6 
million gallon reservoir, 

Both the manager and Water 
Supt, Donald C, Bassett have given 
strong support to the reservoir 
proposal which both say is neces= 
sary to maintain satisfactory 
service and provide for fire pre~ 
vention needs in the areas served 
by the reservoir ~ the centralpart 
of town including the business dis- 
trict, Shawsheen and Ballardvale, 

During the conference session 
Tuesday the two boards discussed, 
a request from the Industrial 
Development Commission that 
further consideration be given to 
budgeting for an assistant to 
Manager Bowen to give him time 
for doing some industrial devel=- 
opment planning and contact work, 
As before, the majority of the 
Selectmen vetoed this idea, 

The collective thinking of the 
group meeting Tuesday was that 
the Commission should be en= 
couraged to spend the $4250 
allocated for its program in the 
best possible way, feeling free to 
request additional funds from the 
Finance Committee during the year 
if necessary,

ters, the Andover facility proces- 
ses returns filed by taxpayers in 
the IRS North Atlantic Region. This 
area includes Connecticut, Maine, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
New York, Rhode Island and Ver- 
mont, 

Last year, $31 billion was col- 
lected with 17,641,710 returns filed 
by taxpayers in this region, This 
is the largest total internal revenue 
collection for any of the seven IRS 
regions, and alsothe greatest num= 
ber of returns filed in any one 
region, 

Revenue collection in the North 
Atlantic Region represents appro- 
ximately 25 percent of the total 
taxes for the United States, The 
number of returns filed in this 
region is about 17 percent of the 
total filed in the United States, 

Tax Sources 

Revenue collections consisted of 
$9,554,302,000 in corporation in- 
come tax, $18,978,048,000 in in- 
dividual income and employment 
taxes, $688,651,000 in estate tax, 
$96,651,000 in gift tax, and 
$1,763,541,000 in total excise 
taxes, 

Last year $1 billion including 
interest, was refunded totaxpayers 
in the North Atlantic Region, 

The new North Atlantic ADP 
center will, like the six other IRS 
regional service centers, process 
all income tax returns filed within 
the districts. This center serves 
the IRS districts with headquarters 
at Albany, New York, Augusta, 
Maine, Boston, Mass., Brooklyn, 


New York, Buffalo, New York, 
Burlington, Vermont, Hartford, 
Conn,, Manhattan, Portsmouth, 


New Hampshire and Providence, 
Rhode Island, 

District offices gradually will be 
relieved of much of the returns 
processing workload as they re=- 
ceive returns and supporting docu- 
ments and forward them to the 
service center, The districts will 
be free for moretaxpayers assist= 
ance, answering taxpayer in=
